Fighting fraud 

Ottawa aims at crooked immigration consultants with new bill 


Immigration Minister 
Jason Kenney has tabled 
new legislation meant to 
prevent crooked immigra¬ 
tion consultants from 
cheating vulnerable new¬ 
comers of their savings or 
encouraging them to lie to 
stay in Canada. 

The measures would 
make it a crime for unau¬ 
thorized consultants to pro¬ 
vide immigration advice 
for a fee. They could face up 
to two years in jail or a 
$50,000 fine for even trying 
to engage in immigration 
fraud. 

At the same time, Kenney 
is also delisting the self-reg¬ 


ulating Canadian Society 
for Immigration Consult¬ 
ants as the body that de¬ 
cides who can be a legal 
consultant. 

CSIC has been criticized 
for charging too much for 
membership, lacking trans¬ 
parency, and turning a 
blind eye to unscrupulous 
consultants in its own 
ranks, Kenney said. 

Instead, the minister 
plans to set up a new regu¬ 
latory body, accountable to 
the government and with 
the power and will to police 
its members. 

“While most immigra¬ 
tion consultants working in 


Canada are legitimate and 
ethical, it is clear that immi¬ 
gration fraud remains a 
widespread threat to the in¬ 
tegrity of Canada’s immi¬ 
gration system,” Kenney 
told reporters. 

Ricardo Miranda wishes 
the measures had been 
around when he tried to im¬ 
migrate to Canada from 
Chile about 15 years ago. He 
and his family paid a con¬ 
sultant about $5,000 US to 
do the paperwork for them. 

They waited for years for 
progress. But when they fi¬ 
nally did get their paper¬ 
work, it turned out to be 
false. 


Miranda was pulled over 
by police about 12 years lat¬ 
er, and told that his paper¬ 
work was not authentic. 

“The police stopped me 
and said, ‘Ricardo, you 
don’t have paper in Canada. 
I said really? ... I can’t be¬ 
lieve it,”’ Miranda told re¬ 
porters after accompanying 
Kenney to the news confer¬ 
ence. 

Miranda went to jail for 
eight days before he could 
find help. The family was 
one week away from being 
deported until they were 
granted status on humani¬ 
tarian and compassionate 
grounds, the Canadian press

Dermatologists promoting awareness of skin cancer

Even though we haven’t 
seen much of it yet this 
year, protecting our skin 
from the sun is important 
all year round. 

To increase awareness of 
sun related skin damage, 
Edmonton dermatologists 
offered free skin cancer 
screening at City Centre 
Mall yesterday. 

“Sun is not just there 
when it’s sunny. Ultravio¬ 
let radiation gets through 
the clouds,” said local der¬ 
matologist Dr. Mariusz 
Sapijaszko. 

Sapijaszko volunteered 
his time to educate about 
150 people about abnor¬ 
malities of their skin. 

The screening event was 
part of the Canadian Der¬ 
matology Association’s 
22nd National Sun Aware¬ 
ness Week. 

“We try to promote 
awareness that having fun 
in the sun is perfectly 
okay, but you have to be 
sun smart,” Sapijaszko 
said. “When the skin gets 
damaged through sun, 
over time it creates photo 
damage and then skin can¬ 
cer.” Sapijaszko said. 

Preventable in a majori¬ 
ty of the cases, if skin can¬ 
cer is detected too late, it

can have severe conse¬ 
quences for the patient. 

“Not only sometimes 
people die, but also the 
treatment is tough. It can 
leave people disfigured. 
Not to mention the pain 
involved and the recovery 
time,” Sapijaslco said. 

Cindy Bilodea was diag¬ 
nosed with skin cancer at 
the lower lip several 
months ago. Five stitches 
were necessary to remove 
it. 

During a biopsy, two ad¬ 
ditional basal cell carcino¬ 
mas were detected. Bilodea 
attended the screening 
event to make others 
aware of the importance of 
sun protection. 

“I used tanning beds in 
my 20s and I had tons of 
sunburns,” she said. “By 
my late 30 s I noticed little 
changes in my skin. But I 
still wanted to have that 
supposedly healthy glow,” 
the 41-year-old said. 

“Now I’m afraid of the 
sun. I wear long sleeve 
shirts and long pants, even 
when it’s hot out.” 

Skin cancer is currently 


the number one cancer in 
Canada. With a referral to 
a dermatologist, skin can¬ 


cer screenings are covered 
by the Alberta health-care 
system. 



Pine beetles cause runoff problems: Research 


forestry Research indi¬ 
cates mountain pine bee¬ 
tles are likely to cause wa¬ 
ter problems for communi¬ 
ties downstream of the 
forests they infest. 

Increased runoff from 
dead forests is likely to re¬ 
duce the quality of the wa¬ 
ter in the streams and 


rivers that flow out of 
them, says Uldis Silins, a 
professor at the University 
of Alberta. He suggests wa¬ 
ter treatment plants will 
have to be able to filter out 
more sediment and organic 
nutrients. As well, rivers 
downstream of the beetle- 
infected forests could also 


suffer algae blooms. 

“When mountain pine 
beetles attack, it changes 
how much water the trees 
consume,” said Silins. “By 
killing these trees, the bee¬ 
tle is making a lot more wa¬ 
ter available.” 

Silins said his research 
shows that, in a healthy 


forest, water that falls is ei¬ 
ther used by the pines or 
evaporates off needles. But 
all that changes in a forest 
killed by pine beetles. 

His study shows that wa¬ 
ter from a forest freshly 
killed by the beetles in¬ 
creases by 40 per cent.

Tech cuts oilsands' impact: Imperial CEO 


energy The head of one of 
Canada’s largest oilsands 
producers says new tech¬ 
nology has softened the 
impact his industry is hav¬ 
ing on the environment. 

Imperial Oil chief execu¬ 
tive Bruce March says oil¬ 
sands producers have cut 
the carbon dioxide per bar¬ 
rel they produce by 39 per 
cent since 1990. 

He says Imperial Oil’s 
new Kearl project being 
built in Alberta will have 
the same greenhouse gas 
emissions over the life of 
the operation as the aver¬ 


age conventional crude 
project in North America. 

Imperial Oil is also a ma¬ 
jor partner in Syncrude, 
the world’s largest oil¬ 
sands producer and one of 
the oldest. 

March made his remarks 
in a speech to the Econom¬ 
ic Club in Ottawa as part of 
the industry’s recent push 
to polish its tarred image. 

He said the massive BP 
spill in the Gulf of Mexico 
will bring greater scrutiny 
on the industry in general, 
not just offshore produc¬ 
ers.

The secret to this un¬ 
precedented attempt to 
stage-manage Canada’s 
most experienced high 
commissioners, ambassa¬ 
dors and diplomats is the 
Message Event Proposal — 
a finely developed infor¬ 
mation tool aimed at giv¬ 
ing the Prime Minister’s 
Office total control over 


communication. 

MEPs obtained under the 
Access to Information Act 
reveal how Stephen Harp¬ 
er's office has employed 
the device to micromanage 
Canadian diplomacy in the 
United States, the United 
Kingdom, continental Eu¬ 
rope, Asia and Africa. 

Even the most able and 
trusted of Canada’s foreign 
service officers have 
been subjected to 
strict controls 
by the PMO 
through its 
public service 
arm, the Privy 
Council Office. 

“There’s no question 
it has a bit of a chilling ef¬ 
fect on people, because 
they know that they have 
to avoid being off-message 


at all — and that’s what 
the government wants,” 
said one currently serving 
diplomat who spoke on 
condition of anonymity. A

Ottawa defends $2M 
'marketing pavilion’ 


The Conservative govern¬ 
ment scrambled yesterday 
to mount a furious 
defence of its G8/G20 
summit planning to douse 
escalating opposition at¬ 
tacks on the enormous 
cost of hosting the 
international gatherings. 

Those attacks were 
threatening to swamp the 
substance of what the gov¬ 
ernment wants to achieve 
at the summits while en¬ 
dangering the Conserva¬ 
tives’ hard-won reputation 
for economic management. 

The opposition barbs 
were built around a deci¬ 
sion to construct an artifi¬ 
cial reflecting pool in the 
media centre in Toronto 
during the upcoming G8 
and G20 summits.

Stephen Harper said in the 
Commons. It’s a well- 
planned “marketing pavil¬ 
ion” to promote Canadian 
tourism, he said. 

The government hastily 
assembled reporters from 
every news organization on 
Parliament Hill yesterday to 
present a bid to defend the 
marketing pavilion. 

“Our government will 
not apologize for market¬ 
ing and promoting Canada 
to the entire world,” said 
Dimitri Soudas, Harper’s 


director of communica¬ 
tions, kicking off the 45- 
minute pitch. 

In the House of Com¬ 
mons, the prime minister 
made a similar pitch, refut¬ 
ing accusations that he was 
spending $2 million on a 
fake lake. “In fact, Mr. 
Speaker, what there is, is a 
$2-million marketing 
pavilion,” Harper said. 

“There are thousands of 
visitors from around the 
world. This is a classic at¬ 
tempt for us to try and 
market the country.” 

The Tories were under 
fire for the second straight 
day for spending $1.9 mil¬ 
lion on a display that in¬ 
cludes an artificial lake, ca¬ 
noes, a dock, deck chairs, a 
place to watch soccer and a 
pretend Toronto Stock Ex¬ 
change.

COMPLAINT The B.C. Civil Lib¬ 
erties Association has filed for¬ 
mal complaints with the 
RCMP's watchdog over the 
deaths of two men. The com¬ 


plaints to the Commission for 
Public Complaints Against the 
RCMP relate to the deaths of 
Raymond Silverfox, who died 
in a Whitehorse cell in Decem¬ 


ber 2008 , and Robert Stone, 
who died in a detox centre last 
month, several hours after he 
was released from custody.

Obama talks tough 


U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma says his talks with Gulf 
fishermen and oil spill ex¬ 
perts are not an academic 
exercise. It's “so I know 
whose ass to kick.” 

One target for the presi¬ 
dential foot: Tony Hayward, 
the embattled chief execu¬ 
tive of BP PLC. 

Obama was asked by NBC 
Today show host Matt Lauer 
about Hayward's past com¬ 
ments that “I want my life 
back,” that the Gulf was “a 
big ocean” and that “the en¬ 
vironmental impact of this 
disaster is likely to be very, 
very modest.” 

“He wouldn’t be working 
for me after any of those 
statements,” Obama said, 
according to excerpts re¬ 
leased by NBC. 

The interview aired yes¬ 
terday. It was part of a 
stepped up White House ef¬ 
fort to show that Obama is 
actively engaged in dealing 
with the worst oil spill in 
U.S. history, and to distance 
itself from the London- 
based oil giant, formerly 
known as British Petrole-

um. Polls have shown a ma¬ 
jority of Americans believe 
Obama was handling the 
crisis poorly. 

Obama stepped up his 
rhetoric with NBC's Lauer 
while on a trip to Kalama¬ 
zoo, Michigan, to deliver a 
high-school commence¬ 
ment address. 

In the interview, he 
strongly defended his role 
in dealing with the 
crisis, including 
his three visits 
to the region 
since the spill 
began. 

“I was down 
there a month ago 
before most of these 
talking heads were even 
paying attention to the 
Gulf,” Obama said. 

Obama said he has talked 


to a variety of “experts” on 
the oil spill in addition to 
the fishermen. 

“I don’t sit around just 
talking to experts because 
this is a college seminar, we 
talk to these folks because 
they potentially have the 
best answers — so I know 
whose ass to kick,” the pres¬ 
ident said.

WHO boss denies conflict of interest 


flu The head of the World 
Health Organization said 
yesterday that her decisions 
about the H1N1 virus, also 
known as swine flu, were 
not influenced by advisers’ 
links to pharmaceutical 
companies, which were 
pointed out in a critical 
journal article this month. 

The article last week in 
the BMJ, formerly known as 
the British Medical Journal, 
pointed out that WHO did 


not disclose potential con¬ 
flicts of interest among 
some of the experts in¬ 
volved in writing guidelines 
for pandemic flu prepara¬ 
tions. 

Three scientists out of 22 
who worked on the guide¬ 
lines were named as having 
received some money from 
pharmaceuticals. 

The scientists did not 
work at the drug compa¬ 
nies, but were paid for 


things like speaking at 
meetings sponsored by 
them. 

The guidelines recom¬ 
mend, among other things, 
that countries consider buy¬ 
ing antivirals and vaccines 
to combat a pandemic. 

“At no time, not for one 
second, did commercial in¬ 
terests enter my decision¬ 
making,” WHO Director- 
General Margaret Chan

south Africa A doctor has 
launched a new female con¬ 
dom aimed at preventing 
rapes — and she plans to 
give away 30,000 for free 
before the start of the 
World Cup. 

The female condom, 
Rape-aXe, is covered by tiny 
hooks which, in case of 
rape, attach themselves to 
the attacker’s penis. 

According to its creator 
the only way to remove the 
condom is in hospital 
where the man would be 
identified as a criminal. 

Unlike previous proto¬ 
types, it would not cut the 
attacker’s skin, reducing 
the risk of HIV infection. 

It’s inventor, Dr. Sonnet 
Ehlers, said she was in¬ 
spired by a rape victim who 


Dr. Sonnet Ehlers developed 
the condom because South 
Africa has one of the highest 
rates of rape in the world. 

told her “if only I had teeth 
down there.” 

She explained the sys¬ 
tem would cause great 
pain to the attacker, leav¬ 
ing time for the victim to 
escape.

Construction slows as 
housing market cools 


housing New home con¬ 
struction slowed in May as 
the number of startups last 
month fell below econo¬ 
mists’ expectations — the 
latest indicator that Cana¬ 
da’s once white-hot hous¬ 
ing market is cooling off. 

Canada Mortgage and 
Housing Corp. reported 
yesterday that the annual 
rate of housing starts 
dropped last month, peg¬ 
ging the rate at 189,100 
units in May, down from a 
revised 201,800 in April. 

Douglas Porter, deputy 
chief economist at the Bank 
of Montreal, said May’s fig¬ 


ures were below expecta¬ 
tions but “hardly a shock.” 

“The surprise so far in 
2010 had been how quickly 
starts had ramped up from 
their depressed levels a year 
ago,” Porter wrote 
in a note yester¬ 
day. “While the 
May level of 
starts is the low¬ 
est so far this 
year, it’s still 
above where we 
see activity for all of 
2010.” 

Economists have widely 
predicted a slowdown in 
the housing market in the 


second half of 2010. 

CMHC said the decrease 
in May is consistent with 
its forecast of 182,000 
housing starts for all of 
2010.

Report pushes 
feds to innovate 

Put improvements before inventions: Think-tank 


The Canadian government 
puts too much emphasis 
on invention, and not 
enough on innovation — 
even though the latter 
drives economic prosperi¬ 
ty, according to a new 
report from a competitive¬ 
ness think-tank. 

Government policy tends 
to support inventions at the 
expense of improvements 
in existing products or 
processes that would pro¬ 
vide value to consumers, 
says the provincially hand¬ 
ed Institute for Competi¬ 
tiveness and Prosperity. 

For instance, the latest 
federal budget increased 
funding for the research 


granting councils by $32 
billion. Of this increase, $29 
billion was directed to sci¬ 
ences and health research, 
and only $3 billion to social 
sciences and humanities, 
which would include busi¬ 
ness schools and executive 
management programs. 

“We need science-based 
discovery as a foundation 
for innovation. But our 
prosperity is the result of 
business innovation that 
adds value to our day-to-day 
lives,” said Roger Martin, 
chair of the institute. 

The report argues 
against government cuts in 
education as a means to 
dealing with sky-high 


deficits. That was the ap¬ 
proach Ottawa took in the 
mid-1990s, and it would be 
a mistake to do it again, 
the institute said. 

Canada once invested in 
education at nearly the 
same per capita rate as the 
U.S., but has fallen behind 
by as much as 21 per cent. 

“We must continue mak¬ 
ing investments in educa¬ 
tion to increase access for 
all Canadians to post sec¬ 
ondary education, to raise 
the number of master’s 
graduates, and to improve 
the classroom experience 
for students,” the report 
said.

It seems quite the contra¬ 
diction — the hybrid SUV. 

Hybrids — in general — 
are the darlings of the ur¬ 
ban “greenie,” along with 
cloth grocery bags, fair 
trade lattes and David 
Suzuki documentaries. 

SUVs on the other hand 
are the flagships of subur¬ 
ban excess. When they’re 
not taking the lone execu¬ 
tive on his or her daily two- 
hour commute, these gas 
guzzlers are loaded up with 
kids’ soccer teams or 
schlepping mass quantities 
of boxes and cans from the 
local Costco. 

Can these two interests 
co-exist? 

I’d say “yes” as many of 
the former eventually 
have kids and move out to 
the ’burbs. And besides, 
not all of us who have 
shunned downtown living 
hate the environment. 

Still, there aren’t many 
hybrid SUVs on the market. 
Among them are the behe¬ 
moth Chevrolet Tahoe and 
GMC Yukon hybrids, the 
compact Ford Escape hy¬ 
brid, the premium Lexus 
RX 450h (starting at just 
under $60K) and the even 
pricier (and less green) 
BMW ActiveHybrid X6, 
priced at just under $100K.

Of all the places to stop, 
this was surely the least 
sensible. 

Climbing out of our 
open-sided jeep as the 
whispeiy blades of grass of 
the Masai Mara crunched 
under foot and with no¬ 
body but my guide Charles 
in sight, I suddenly felt 
rather apprehensive. 

Very apprehensive, in 
fact. 

This was, after all, lion 
country. And buffalo coun¬ 
try. And let's not forget the 
rest of the Big Five that call 
these marshlands home: 
leopards, elephants and 
rhinos.

protected reserve freely. 

I had already become 
well accustomed to chanc¬

“The common thread of 
success among (celebri¬ 
ties) is the fame formula,” 
notes Maggie Jessup, co¬ 
author of Fame 101, a 
book dedicated to profes¬ 
sional success secrets. 
“They packaged their ex¬ 
pertise into compelling 
personal brands, used 
Hollywood-level publicity 
to get visible and then 
promoted their brands to 
celebrity-hungry target 
communities.” 


Maggie and partner Jay 
Jessup know how celebri¬ 
ties become popular, rich 
and happy due to their ex¬ 
perience in their own 
publicity/branding bou¬ 
tique, Platform Strategy. 
Everyone from start-up 
gurus and scientists to ac¬ 
tors, authors, lawyers and 
royalty have utilized their 
services with great suc¬ 
cess. 

Taking that experience 
to study the career mod¬ 
els of 75 celebrities, the 
Jessups have boiled down 
branding’s rudimentary 
aspects into Fame 101. 

“People who promote 
and publicize their per¬ 
sonal brand enjoy three 
strong benefits: Greater 
visibility, enhanced credi¬ 
bility and increased in¬ 
come,” notes Jay, reiterat¬ 
ing that victory relies on 
creating a familiar, friend¬ 
ly visage. 

You can maintain pub¬ 
licity by being snappy and 



entertaining, write a book 
— “A successful book will 
change anyone’s profes¬ 
sional life overnight” — 
and speak publicly when¬ 
ever possible in order to 
connect with large groups 
fast. 

“Look around at the 
next big event you at¬ 
tend,” he adds. “The big 
brands are onstage deliv¬ 
ering a 20-minute talk. It 
could easily be you. Very 
visible people are simply 
more successful. Personal 
branding done well deliv¬ 
ers increased credibility 
and that in turn gives you 
an edge in any profession¬ 
al activity.

The A-Team remake ready to rip up the big screen

Bradley Cooper readily ad¬ 
mits his favourite part of 
making the big-screen 
adaptation of The A-Team 
was working with Liam 
Neeson. The Oscar-nomi¬ 
nated actor, who plays 
team leader Hannibal op¬ 
posite Cooper's Face, ele¬ 
vated the entire 
production, he insists. 

“You can’t really argue 
with the talent and ability 
and experience, which is 
what he brought to the 
movie,” Cooper says. “It’s 
like if you step on a court 
with Michael Jordan, the 
court’s going to feel differ¬ 
ent. He raised everyone’s 
game.” 

But Neeson is quick to 


point out he had some 
learning to do himself, es¬ 
pecially when it came to 
improvisation — some¬ 
thing Cooper does a lot. 
One particular day of 
shooting comes to 
mind for Neeson: 

“This scene starts 
that’s not on the 
page,” he remem¬ 
bers. “Bradley starts 
this improv, and I’m go¬ 
ing, ‘What the hell is this? 
What is going on?’ And 
then it would come to my 
line, and I’d forget my line 
because I was so busy 
watching Bradley and (di¬ 
rector) Joe (Carnahan) get¬ 
ting off on each other. So it 
was terrifying, the first few 
days. I can’t do that s—. 
I’m an old traditionalist. I 
like to learn my lines and 
deliver them.” 


Improvisation aside, Nee¬ 
son speaks highly of the ex¬ 
perience of making The A- 
Team — but he also admits 
there were drawbacks to 
working on such a big 
project. “It’s a big stu¬ 
dio movie, and of 
course there’s a lot 
of studio input,” 
Neeson says. “Every 
time we changed a 
semicolon, a comma, of 
course it had to be passed 
through the studio. That 
would get frustrating, per¬ 
sonally speaking. Very frus¬ 
trating.” 

For mixed martial arts 
fighter Quinton “Ram¬ 
page” Jackson, stepping in¬ 
to the role of B.A. Baracus 
made famous by Mr. T was 
a point of honor more than 
anything else. 

“There’s no way I was go¬ 


ing to come and try and 
outdo Mr. T,” Jackson says. 
“I figured that if I just be 
myself and put myself in 
there, maybe the fans will 
accept me, because I’m 
such a big fan.” 

With The A-Team being 
Jackson’s first major movie 
role, he could be excused 
for being a little nervous 
going up against the likes 
of Neeson and Cooper. But 
he managed to keep his 
cool, he insists — except 
once. 

“My first scene working 
with Liam, when he car¬ 
jacked me in the van, 
scared the living daylights 
out of me,” Jackson says. 
“I’m from the hood. I’ve 
been shot at before, I’ve 
had a gun put to my head. 
But Liam scared the hell 
out of. He put this gun to

2 cloves garlic, minced 
540 ml can stewed toma¬

4 large green onions with 
tops, finely sliced 
1/3 cup raisins 
1/4 cup water 

2 tbsp chopped pimento- 
stuffed green olives 

1 tbsp minced pickled 
jalapeno 
1 tbsp vinegar 
1 tsp sugar 
1/2 tsp celery seeds 
1/2 tsp each ground cinna¬ 
mon and ground cumin 
1/4 tsp each salt and black 
pepper 

1/8 tsp ground cloves 

METHOD: 

1. In skillet, cook ground 


beef and garlic over mod¬ 
erately high heat until 
meat is browned. Drain off 
fat. 

2. Stir in tomatoes, apple, 
green onions, raisins, wa¬ 
ter, olives, jalapeno 
pepper, vinegar, sugar, cel¬ 
ery seeds, cinnamon, 
cumin, salt, black pepper 
and cloves. 

3. Bring to boil. Lower 
heat and simmer, covered, 
20 minutes. Serve over hot 
cooked rice.
